Great friend 


FAMILY and friends of a young Harlow man 
killed in a road accident in the early hours of 
Christmas Eve have raised thousands of pounds 
to help pay for his funeral. 

Motorcyclist Jon Aicken died when he was 
involved in a collision with a car while riding in 
Tylers Road, Roydon, shortly after 4am. 

The 24-year-old, known affectionately to his 
friends as Panda, was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Police were called to the scene by paramedics 
who had responded to emergency calls report¬ 
ing that a motorcyclist had come off his bike. 

Within hours of his death social media sites 
were flooded with tributes to Mr Aicken, who 


Pals of Mr Aicken said he was a “fun person to 
be around”, “a great friend” and “always rock¬ 
ing out”. One tribute stated: “The world is a 
much sadder place without you Panda.” 

Staff at Harlow music venue The Square, 
where Mr Aicken was a regular visitor, wrote: 
“A familiar face at our bar and on our dance 
floor. Thoughts are with all his friends and 
family.” 

As the Star went to press yesterday (Monday), 
more than £6,000 had been pledged on a fun- 
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draising website. It states: “This fund is to help 
out Panda’s family in these extremely hard 
times. Anything you can give to them to help 
cover the costs of the funeral will help a great 
deal.” 

Mr Aicken’s mother, Anne, said they were 
“overwhelmed” by the generosity and kind¬ 
ness 

In the immediate aftermath of the accident 
police issued an appeal for information about a 
BMW car which they said they believed to have 
been involved in the accident. 

During the afternoon of Christmas Day a 25- 
year-old woman from Hatfield attended Harlow 
police station voluntarily. She was arrested on 
suspicion of causing death by dangerous driv¬ 
ing and released on bail pending further enquir¬ 
ies until Monday, January 26.

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Fire station will 
be used as base 
for ambulances 

Pilot scheme to speed up response times 


EXTRA: The East of England Ambulance Service will base a vehicle at Old Harlow 
fire station in a bid to improve response times in the area

AMBULANCES will be based at Old 
Harlow fire station as part of a three- 
month pilot to improve response times 
in the area. 

The site - along with a station in 
Frinton - has been chosen because of a 
pressing need to improve East of Eng¬ 
land Ambulance Service attendance 
times in the area. 

If the pilot is successful it may be 
expanded to Chelmsford, Colchester 
and Waltham Abbey stations later 
next year. 

Fire stations will be used as what 
the East of England Ambulance 
describes as dynamic activation 
points (DAPs). Ambulance crews will 
be allocated an identified hatched area 
located on station forecourts between 
6am and 2am and will turn out during 
these times to emergency calls. 

If they respond to a ‘999’ call, then 
another ambulance or paramedic 
vehicle will be redeployed to take its 
place. 

Essex County Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 
vice project manager and assistant 
divisional officer Mark Wilby said: 
“The facility allows the ambulance 
service to have more people in the 
right place when they are needed and 
should get ambulances to people 
quicker. 

“The pilot is simply an extension of 
our commitment to strengthening 
partnerships and shared services with 
other blue lights services. 

“Firefighters very often work along¬ 
side ambulance teams at the scene of 
road traffic collisions. By providing 
ambulance colleagues with a bolthole 
there will be positive, practical bene¬ 
fits but the move should also help to 
develop relationships on the ground 


and potentially lead to greater under¬ 
standing and, potentially further 
down the line, joint training and 
information sharing. 

“We obviously recognise the con¬ 
straints of the Old Harlow site but this 
is one area where the East of England 
Ambulance is struggling to meet its 
attendance times and has an urgent 
need, so we will do all we can to 
accommodate crews there.” 

Ambulance crews will be given fob 
access for security and ambulance ser¬ 
vice vehicles will have designated

parking spots. 

“This is not about replacing ambu¬ 
lance stations,” Mr Wilby added. 
“Ambulance crews will still pick up 
their vehicles, do their safety checks, 
paperwork and daily business rou¬ 
tines back at base. 

“Access to our fire stations will 
allow the ambulance service to 
respond to incidents much faster and 
to be able to use our welfare facil¬ 
ities. 

“Each vehicle will spend no longer 
than 45 minutes at the fire station if no 
emergency call is received during that 
time before moving on and another 
team will then take their place.” 

The pilot is due to start in the middle 
of next month. If successful the two 
organisations will look to expand the 
arrangement under more commercial 
terms. 



Newhall hailed 
as an example 
for UK’s future 
‘garden cities’ 

THE award-winning Newhall 
development in Harlow is being 
held up as an example of good 
planning for the next generation 
of garden cities. 

A new report - Success and 
Innovation in Planning - has 
been published by the Royal 
Town Planning Institute the 
professional body representing 
23,000 planners working in the 
public, private, charitable and 
education sectors. 

A panel of 100 planning 
experts from across the UK 
nominated just 12 standout case 
studies, including Newhall. The 
research was carried out by 
Newcastle University’s Global 
Urban Research Unit. 

The report said Newhall had a 
clear design ethos and used 
different developers and 
architects to bring a series of 
strong and distinctive 
architectural types to different 
plots. 

Mixture 

The creation of a mixture of 
live/work units and commercial 
spaces on the ground floor of 
residential buildings along the 
main road were highlighted. The 
landowners also took an active 
interest in the planning and 
development of the site. 

All these were cited as 
examples for planning the next 
generation of garden cities 
which have been mooted by the 
Government. 

Cath Ranson, president of the 
RTPI, said of the Newhall 
development: “Enlightened land 
ownership and a focus on design, 
using different architects for 
different parts of the 
development have resulted in an 
award-winning and unique 
community. 

“Local residents can be proud 
of their own achievement in 
bringing this about, as well as 
proud of their local council 
planning teams. 

“The Government needs to 
draw on the lessons from the 
Newhall initiative when drawing 
up plans for new garden cities.”

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Government 
gives £128m 
for repairs to 
county roads 

A RECORD £128m will be 
spent on repairing potholes 
and improving local roads in 
Essex over the next six years. 

The announcement was 
made by Transport Secretary 
Patrick McLoughlin last 
Tuesday. 

Across the East of England 
the Government has pledged 
£645m which amounts to 
£107m a year, enough to fix 
around two million potholes 
across the region. 

It is the first time councils 
have been given locked-in 
funding over this length of 
time, which will help with 
forward planning and save 
money for the taxpayer. 

In Essex, the county 
council will receive 
£24,575,000 next year which 
will reduce to £19,774,000 in 
the financial year 2020/21. 

Menace 

Mr McLoughlin said: 
“Roads play a significant part 
in everyday life. Poorly 
maintained local roads 
blighted by potholes are a 
menace to all road users, 
particularly during the 
festive period as people travel 
to see family and friends. 

“It is vital we have good 
quality roads. The 
Government has already 
taken strong action by 
spending £lbn more on local 
roads maintenance than was 
spent in the previous 
parliament. 

“The £645m funding I am 
announcing today for the 
East of England will put an 
end to short term fixes and 
will mean we have committed 
£10bn between 2010 and 2021. 

“This huge investment is 
part of our long term 
economic plan to ensure we 
have a transport network fit 
for the 21st century.” 

The Department for 
Transport allocates funding 
to local authorities based on 
local need, so councils with 
larger highway networks 
receive a larger share of the 
funding. 

More than £4.7bn will be 
shared between 115 councils, 
while a further £575m will be 
available through a new 
challenge fund to help repair 
highway infrastructure.

Raiders threaten 
staff at bet shop 
with garden fork 


Gang steal £1,000 in second robbery in a month 



A GANG of robbers who threatened staff 
at a Harlow betting shop with a garden 
fork and stole £1,000 are being hunted by 
police. 

The four masked men struck at the 
BetFred branch in Staple Tye shopping 
centre at about 4.40pm on the Friday 
before Christmas (December 19). 

The gang entered the premises 
through the back door and threatened 
three members of staff with a garden 
fork before grabbing a bundle of bank¬ 
notes from a safe. 

One of the shop’s female cashiers had 
the fork pointed at her face and was told 
to hand over her bag containing cash and 
a mobile phone. 

The gang then ran out of the shop and 
drove off in two stolen vehicles - a red 
VW Golf car and a white Ford Transit 
tipper truck that had been parked at the 
back of the building. 

The truck was later found abandoned 
in Parnell Road. Eyewitnesses reported 
seeing the occupants get into the VW 
Golf which was later found on fire in a 
field off Joyners Field. 

The Golf had been reported stolen 
from Cambridgeshire and the truck had 
been taken from Chelmsford. 


All four men were wearing black cloth¬ 
ing and black balaclavas. One was wear¬ 
ing a fluorescent jacket and another is 
thought to have had a beard. 

The raid was the second on a betting 
shop in Harlow in four weeks. 

On November 19 a female cashier 
working in the Potter Street branch of 
Joe Jennings was dragged in to a back 
room by two men wielding a crowbar and 


forced to open a safe. They stole a three- 
figure sum. 

Police said they would be stepping up 
patrols around bookmakers in the dis¬ 
trict as a deterrent to other offenders as 
well as to reassure residents.

Safe crossing 
is a necessity 

SIR, The decision to allow a 
housing development on Harlow 
Rugby Club’s ground has now 
been made but without any kind 
of certainty that the worries 
about the risk to children living 
in the estate from traffic on 
Elizabeth Way will be addressed 
adequately. 

When Harlow was built we all 
know how that would have been 
dealt with - a pedestrian 
underpass linked into the cycle 
network such as those under 
other main roads where there 
are people living on both sides, 
or under Edinburgh Way on the 
Town Park. 

Ideally that should have been 
insisted on by Harlow Council as 
a condition for developing the 
Ram Gorse site. Short of that, the 
least that should be provided is a 
light-controlled pedestrian 
crossing similar to that across 
Edinburgh Way. 

My understanding is that is 
not within the authority of 
Harlow Council but of Essex 
County Council. The same would 
go for any other traffic-calming 
measures such as reducing the 
speed limit of the road. 

At present there is no 
pedestrian crossing across 
Elizabeth Way at this point. A 
cyclist was killed there only last 
year. 

Children from the new estate 
will need to cross that road, not 
just going to and from school but 
at other times to visit friends. 
Children from other parts of 
Little Parndon will be visiting 
friends on the estate while 
mothers with babies in 
pushchairs are going to be 
needing to cross the road at all 
times of day. 

The dangers were stressed to 
the development committee 
which approved the project, both 
by local residents and by 
Councillor Jean Clark. The 
decision was to overrule the 
objections and approve the 
project without any guarantees 
that the needed safety provision 
will be made, but merely hopes 
expressed that they might be. 

Providing a safe crossing is an 
urgent matter. The responsible 
thing would have been for the 
council to make the approval of 
the Ram Gorse development 
provisional until satisfactory 
arrangements have been made 


and on the condition that the 
developers guaranteed to pay for 
these.

Problem is a 
lack of cash 

SIR, So after several months we 
do not seem to be any nearer in 
resolving the continuing 
problem of illegal occupation of 
land in Harlow. 

I note Harlow Council says it 
continues to take a lead on 
finding a long-term solution and 
that existing powers do not seem 
to be able to resolve the problem. 

If readers are interested there 
is available on the Government 
website (www.gov.uk) a summary 
of powers available which lists 13 
pages of legislation that can be 
used to deal with illegal 
encampments, including the 
powers of section 77 and 78 of the 
Criminal Justice and Public 
Order Act 1994. 

This gives powers to local 
authorities to issue orders to 
leave land and not to return 
within three months. If the order 
is not obeyed then the authority 
can apply to a magistrates court 
for an order to physically remove 
vehicles. 

In my view the argument that 
there are not sufficient powers is 
not valid. Is the real reason that 
strong action has not been taken 
a lack of resources? Mr Holmes’ 
letter (Star, December 18) 
highlights the funding cuts to 
the police but these cuts equally 
apply to Harlow Council and 
Essex County Council. 

The powers are there to 
remove these illegal 
encampments but to do so will 
require a sustained and 
determined effort from all three 
authorities involved. Given the 
cutbacks in local authority 
funding in the past few years, 
are any of them willing to 
commit to that level of 


expenditure and resource? 

This raises a further question 
about our own attitude to local 
authority expenditure in that 
none of us want to pay more 
taxes. The reality is that if we 
want a first class service from 
our public servants we must be 
prepared to pay for it. 

The continuing cutbacks in 
public services are resulting in 
services that are failing to 
provide for the needs of the 
community. Until someone is 
prepared to stump up the cash 
Harlow will continue to suffer 
the blight of illegal Traveller 
encampments within the town.

Council’s cash 
is cut by £>920k 

Leader warns authority faces financial challenges 


Tougher times’ for county 


ESSEX County Council is 
facing a cut of £49m in 
Government funding next 
year. 

County Hall’s early 
assessment of the 
provisional settlement show 
a reduction of 15 per cent 
when compared to last year. 

Council leader David 
Finch said that it will be 
tougher for the council to 
remain “financially robust”. 

“As a forward-thinking 
authority we have worked 
hard over many years to 
have new and pioneering 
approaches in place to 
ensure we maintain a 
financially robust council 
that builds a better Essex for 
everyone,” he said. 

“This is going to get 
tougher but we are working 


closely with our partners 
across the county in order to 
deal with these funding 
reductions. 

“Resilient communities 
are always important but 
especially at a time when 
councils simply cannot 
afford to do everything they 
used to do.” 

Cllr John Spence, cabinet 
member for finance, said: 
“We understand the 
Government has to tackle 
the deficit but that does not 
detract from our 
responsibility both to 
balance the books and to 
provide the best possible 
service for the people of 
Essex. 

“Every successive round of 
cuts makes the challenge 
harder.” 


THE leader of Harlow Council has 
vowed to do all he can to protect 
jobs and services after the Gov¬ 
ernment announced it was cut¬ 
ting its funding by almost film 
next year. 

The amount the council 
receives from Whitehall will be 
cut by £920,000 for 2015-16. 

The Provisional Local Govern¬ 
ment Finance Settlement annou¬ 
nced sets out how much money 
every council will receive from 
the Government in 2015/2016. 
Harlow”s figure is £8,000 more 
than the council was expecting. 

It means the grant, which funds 
nearly half (46 per cent) of council 
services, has shrunk by nearly 65 
per cent since 2011. 

Council leader Jon Clempner 
said: “The Government says the 
average cut is 1.8 per cent with the 
cut for Harlow at 4.4 per cent, but 
when you work through the 
spending power figures including 
council tax and other specific 
grants, you see the real impact on 
the grant the Government will 
pay to Harlow which is a cut of 
16.6 per cent. 

“Although this is in line with 
what we expected, the settlement 
announcement reminds us that 
the financial challenges facing 
the council are far from over and 
there will continue to be difficult 
choices for the council to make.” 

He added: “Work will now take 
place to look at the finer details of 
the draft settlement as the admin¬ 
istration continues to develop its 
budget proposals for 2015/16. Des¬ 
pite the continued reductions to 
its funding from Government, the 
council will do all that it can to 


protect services and jobs.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon said 
the settlement still left the council 
with “considerable” spending 
power. 

“Although the deficit has been 
cut by half and the economy is the 
fastest growing in the western 
world, we still face considerable 
economic problems with the 
country’s debt interest at £120m a 
day alone,” he said. 

Local government is expected 
to spend over £114bn this year, a 
quarter of all public spending. 
The Government has made an 
overall reduction of 1.6 per cent if 
all funds are included, which is 


lower than last year. 

The MP added: “Harlow Coun¬ 
cil has also received £704,000 from 
the New Homes Bonus in the past 
year and many hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds from the NHB 
over the past few years. 

“Harlow has also received over 
£10m for the Enterprise Zone and 
millions of pounds for education 
in the form of our new University 
Technical College. 

“It is worth noting that the Gov¬ 
ernment is encouraging councils 
to shift their focus on how they 
receive money, so that they are 
less dependent on government 
grants.”

ONE of the five UKIP councillors elected 
in May’s local elections in Harlow has 
resigned because of ill health. 

Jerry Crawford, pictured left, who rep¬ 
resented the Mark Hall ward, was this 
week described by his leader Bill Pryor 
as a key member of the group. 

“It is very sad to be losing a key 
member, and an honourable, hardwork¬ 
ing man of integrity such as Jerry so 
early in his term,” said Cllr Pryor. 


“We had hoped that a short period of 
medical leave would have been the right 
way to go, but Jerry feels it was not in the 
best interests of his constituents in Mark 
Hall and would go against the UKIP 
principles of public service before self 
and party.” 

A by-election will take place on 
Thursday February 12.

Lottery winner Lesley’s 
gift to horse sanctuary

A LOTTERY winner with a 
childhood passion for riding 
horses has spent some of the 
money on gifts for a rescue 
centre on the outskirts of 
Harlow. 

Lesley Blackman presen¬ 
ted staff at the Redwings Ada 
Cole Rescue Centre, in 
Epping Road, with a wheel¬ 
barrow full of items includ¬ 
ing rugs, head collars, lead 
ropes and other equipment. 

“I used to ride when I was 
young and it’s something I 
always wanted to get back 
into,” she said. 

Miss Blackman was work¬ 
ing in an insurance office 
dreaming of being a property 
developer and riding horses 
when, on June 7, her dreams 
came true. Her £2 gamble on 
the National Lottery pock¬ 
eted her almost £800,000. 

She quit her job to pursue 
the career she always 
wanted. 

“I feel really lucky, just 
really lucky,” said the 40- 
year-old, who lives in Stan- 
stead Abbotts. “Winning the 
lottery has opened so many 


doors and allowed me to do 
things that I want to do as 
opposed to being in a career 
which didn’t give me the sat¬ 
isfaction I wanted.” 

Along with her fiance, 

Matt McCarthy, she has 
recently bought the first 
property they are going to 
develop and sell on. 

“This is something I did 
years ago and knew I wanted 
to do again, but without the 
money it would have always 
been a dream,” she said. 

“I had always wanted to do 
it again, but it just wasn’t 
possible. I would have still 
been stuck.” 

She has also been taking 
riding lessons and decided to 
use some of her winnings to 
present the rescue centre, 
which is a sanctuary for 
horses and ponies, with an 
early Christmas gift.

Never be 
tempted to drink and drive and 
designate a driver at the start of 
the night who isn’t drinking or 
ensure you have transport 
booked to get you home. 

“Stay close to the people 
you’re out with, don’t let them 
wander off by themselves and 
ensure you’re wrapped up 
warm with the cold weather.”

More ambulances 
will then be available to attend 
life-threatening emergencies 
such as cardiac arrests or a 
stroke as well as people who are 
the most at risk such as the 
elderly.”

They then had a short 
meeting with Mr Osborne who 
thanked Hazel for her efforts 
and asked about her business. 

“It’s lovely that a small busi¬ 
ness from Harlow has been 
chosen for this honour,” she 


said afterwards. “It represents 
Harlow at the heart of Gov¬ 
ernment and shows the real 
importance and value of small 
businesses.” 


The wreath will remain on 
the front door of Number 11 
until the decorations are taken 
down next week. 

Mr Halfon added: “I am really 


proud that this year there is a 
piece of Harlow at Number 11. 
Hazel made the wreath at really 
short notice; she is a fantastic 
lady.” 
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Travellers served with health 
warning over ‘human waste’ 


A PUBLIC health notice has been 
served on 24 Travellers by Harlow 
Council after human waste was 
found on public land near the former 
Passmores School site. 

The notice, which was served on 
the Friday before Christmas, warned 
the Travellers that if they failed to 
comply the council would take 
formal action which could result in a 
criminal conviction. 

The council said it had received a 
number of complaints about 
Travellers who had moved on to the 
site defecating in the open as well as 
the accumulation 
of human waste 
and toilet paper 
on public land, 
along with other 
rubbish. 

Residents 
living near the 
site have also 
reported noise 
from disc 
cutters, loud 
music and 
generators 
running during 
the day and at night. All the 
information and evidence was 
passed to Essex Police. 

As well as issuing the public 
health notice, the council asked 
police to consider issuing a Section 
61 notice as a result of the number of 
complaints about human waste, 
rubbish and noise nuisance. 

A statement released by the 
council last Tuesday said it had 
received a response from the police 
which stated officers had attended 
the site to warn the Travellers about 
the complaints. 

Although consideration had been 
given to issuing a Section 61 notice it 
was decided not to proceed with this 


course of action. 

The police response continued: 
“We are continuing to monitor the 
site and will work with Essex 
County Council which owns the 
land, Harlow Council and other 
agencies to ensure a legal and lawful 
course of conduct is pursued, being 
cognisant of human rights, available 
legal legislation and considerations 
of members of the community. 

“However, we must recognise that 
the word significant is utilised 
within legislation/guidelines which 
must be considered in any 

deliberation to 
utilise punitive 
powers.” 

Essex County 
Council has 
obtained two 
court orders 
requiring the 
Travellers to 
leave the site. 

Meanwhile, 
Harlow Council 
has served 
Travellers who 
were part of an 
unauthorised encampment of 18 
caravans on tennis courts at 
Abercrombie Way with a £79 bill to 
clean up rubbish and human waste. 

Council leader Jon Clempner said: 
“The situation has gone on far too 
long and the existing powers which 
we use on a daily basis are not 
resolving the problem. 

“I appreciate the community’s 
frustration with the whole situation. 
We will continue to ask the police to 
consider using their powers 
available and urge the Government 
to change the law to enable the 
council to stop the ‘cat and mouse’ 
movements of the Travellers from 
one site to another.”

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Allowances paid 
to members of 
council cabinet 
to be cut by 5% 

THE amount of money paid in allowances 
to members of Harlow Council’s cabinet is 
to be cut by five per cent next year. 

In addition, the annual basic allowance 
paid to all councillors has been frozen at 
£4,720, which is the same level it has been 
since 2011 when the council cut the 
allowance by £100 a year. 

There will also be a small change to the 
allowances paid to opposition group leaders 
to reflect the fact there are now two on the 
council - the Conservatives and UKIP. 

From April the council leader will 
receive £6,840 (cut from £7,200), the deputy 
leader £4,655 (cut from £4,900) and portfolio 
holders £2,850 (cut from £3,000). The leaders 
of the opposition groups will get £200 per 
group member up to a maximum of £2,000. 

The overall cut in cabinet allowances 
will cover the increase from the change to 
allowances for opposition group leaders. 

The changes, which received cross-party 
support, followed a review by an 
independent remuneration panel. 

Council leader Jon Clempner said: “The 
independent panel noted that our 
allowances are among the lowest of all 
Essex and Hertfordshire councils and 
following this decision they will continue 
to be. 

“When we are looking at prioritising 
what services we fund we need to look at 
where we can save money and not increase 
spending to help protect services and not 
impact on residents. While services and 
jobs are being cut across the country due to 
budget reductions, increasing the 
allowances of public officials sends out the 
completely wrong message. 

“We have a responsibility to take the lead 
in helping to keep spending down. Freezing 
allowances and cutting the allowances paid 
to senior councillors is the right thing to do 
when residents continue to impacted by the 
economic pressures.” 

■ HARLOW Council will save more than 
£150,000 by shutting down most of is 
services over the Christmas and New Year 
period. 

Arrangements have been in place for 
people to access services and information 
online and an emergency hotline is 
available on (01279) 446666.

Go-ahead for rugby club 
to move to new ground 

Council planners approve proposal for 125 homes at Ram Gorse

PLANS to build a state-of-the-art 
rugby ground at Latton Farm and 
build 125 homes on Harlow Rugby 
Club’s current site at Ram Gorse 
have been given the green light. 

Members of Harlow Council’s 
development management commit¬ 
tee approved the two proposals 
which were submitted jointly by 
Kier Living and Harlow Rugby 
Union Club. 

The plans for Ram Gorse are for a 
development of 125 homes - 113 
houses and 12 flats - of which almost 
a third will be so-called ‘affordable’ 
housing. 

The 7.5 hectare plot of land at 
Latton Farm will provide the rugby 
club with a new home which will 
include a pavilion and six pitches. 
Access to the site will be from 
Howard Way. 

Speaking before the meeting, pres¬ 
ident Alan Price said the club - 
which has 350 playing members 
across 16 teams including six mini 
rugby and four girls and women’s 
sides - was desperate to upgrade its 


facilities so that it can continue to 
meet the growing demand and 
secure its long-term future. 

“Our current facilities are com¬ 
pletely unsuitable for children and 
ladies teams,” he said. “To keep 
membership fees at a reasonable 
level we need to raise £100,000 a year 
from the clubhouse and bar which is 
hard with out current shabby and 
dated facilities.” 

The plans were welcomed by 
Councillor Maggie Hulcoop, who 
said: “I think the rugby club need to 
move on and we need this housing in 
the town. It’s about time we took it 
forward and put the housing in.” 

Councillors also felt that a state- 
of-the-art facility for the rugby club 
would benefit the town. 

“This site is absolutely ideal,” 
said Councillor Sue Livings. “We 
need to support the rugby club. I will

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be supporting this application.” 

But Harlow Civic Society vice- 
chairman John Curry said that while 
it was “ very supportive” of sporting 
groups, nothing had changed since a 
previous planning application to 
develop the Ram Gorse site was 
turned down by the council in 2011. 

“Elizabeth Way is still there and it’s 
still a very busy road that isolates the 
site,” he said, adding that people liv¬ 
ing in the new homes would need to 
cross Elizabeth Way - which cur¬ 
rently has a 50mph speed limit - to 
reach schools, shops and doctors sur¬ 
geries. 

“It’s totally unsuitable,” he added. 
“It’s just a suburb with no connection 
to the town.” 

Councillor Jean Clark added: “My 
main objection is it’s the wrong place 
for housing. It’s completely isolated. 
It’s on a dangerous road which is 
highly congested.” 

Mr Curry also branded plans to 
develop he Latton Farm site a “dis¬ 
grace” as they represented develop¬ 
ment on one of the town’s green 
wedges. 

Both plans were approved by six 
votes to one.

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Oven cleaning scheme 
to reduce kitchen fires 

A SCHEME to clean the ovens of elderly and 
vulnerable people in a bid to reduce the number of 
kitchen fires is being rolled out across Essex. 

After piloting the initiative in Thurrock, the 
Essex County Fire and Rescue Service has decided 
to extend it. 

Fire prevention officer Tony Howard, who mas¬ 
terminded the scheme, said: “I was visiting an 
elderly man who had suffered smoke inhalation 
after a fire in his kitchen. Talking to him, I realised 
the fire had started because he was no longer able 
to clean his oven. 

“He has a care assistant who visits and the rest 
of his home was spotless, but that service doesn’t 
extend to cleaning ovens. 

“Two days later there was another incident just 
a few roads away which also started in a dirty 
oven. That made me realise that delivering an oven 
cleaning service would be a fantastic way to 
prevent kitchen fires among some of the most 
vulnerable people in the county.” 

Under the scheme, people who are physically 
unable to clean their oven are referred to ECFRS 
by friends and family or other care services. They 
will then receive a home visit, which includes the 
fitting of smoke alarms and an assessment of their 
kitchen. 

If approved, this will then be followed up by a 
visit from a professional oven cleaning service.

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A science lab in space 




ASTRONOMERS have been 
scanning the night skies 
above the UK over the past 
few weeks to see if they can 
catch a glimpse of the 
International Space Station 
as it orbits the Earth.

Train operator 
to spend £1.5m 
on providing 
better services

TRAIN operator Abellio Greater Anglia is to 
invest a further £1.5m in improving punctuality 
and consistency of service across its network. 

The company has announced it will implement 
a series of actions to improve train reliability 
following what it described as a “challenging few 
weeks”. 

The improvements include modifications to 
trains, recruitment of additional staff and further 
upgrades to train presentation standards. The key 
actions are: 

■ Reliability modifications to the doors on Class 
315, 317 and 321 electric trains used on Great 
Eastern and West Anglia services to and from 
London. 

■ More overnight door maintenance and repair 
resources at key locations to tackle and prevent 
disruptive door faults, helping improve punc¬ 
tuality on services to and from London. 

■ Modifications and upgrades to the electrical 
and mechanical systems on the Class 315,317 and 
321 electric trains used on Great Eastern and West 
Anglia services to and from London. 

■ Improving the maintenance depot systems for 
changing train wheels and motors. 

■ Additional resources to further strengthen 
round the clock technical support for the train 
fleet. 

■ Four additional engineers and technical sup¬ 
port staff to help deliver performance improve¬ 
ment schemes, in addition to the six announced 
last month. 

■ Fourteen additional cleaning staff, in addition 
to the 40 extra staff announced last month, to 
continue the focus on cleaner trains. 

The programme of improvements will start 


immediately and be delivered over the next six 
months. 

Although Abellio Greater Anglia’s annual punc¬ 
tuality results place it 10th out of the 22 UK train 
operators, it admits its performance over the past 
few weeks was not good enough. 

“The autumn is traditionally a more difficult 
period for UK train performance but this year has 
been especially problematic, primarily due to 
infrastructure faults such as track, signalling and 
overhead line problems plus an increase in prob¬ 
lems due to weather-related disruption,” said a 
spokesman. 

There has also been a 50 per cent increase in the 
number of fatal incidents compared to 2013. 

Abellio Greater Anglia managing director 
Jamie Buries said: “We are sorry that recent 
performance has not been reliable enough. We are 
listening to our customers’ feedback every day 
and we are anxious to address their concerns. 

“This extensive programme of performance and 
service delivery initiatives is deliberately 
designed to address issues regarding recent per¬ 
formance head on. By investing further in the 
reliability and condition of our fleet of trains, we 
expect to see improvements in train punctuality 
over the coming months. 

“Some actions will have a quicker impact than 
others, but in tandem with all the work Network 
Rail is doing to address infrastructure problems, 
we are determined they will make a positive 
difference in 2015.” 

He added: “In addition, the recently announced 
service quality investments to the on-train envir¬ 
onment for a number of our carriages, plus other 
improvements to Sunday timetables and station 
facilities, mean that customers should see a real, 
positive difference to service standards over the 
next year..”

Unbroken 

DRAMA/WAR/ACTION (15) 137MINS 


Angelina Jolie’s third feature film behind the camera has all 
the hallmarks of 24-carat Academy Awards bait. 

Based on the book by Laura Hillenbrand, Unbroken 
documents the extraordinary true story of Louis Zamperini 
who competed at the 1936 Olympic Games, survived a plane 
crash during the Second World War and then endured torture 
at the hands of the Japanese in a POW camp. 

Jolie’s admiration for her subject is evident in every 
gorgeously crafted frame of this life-affirming biopic, which is 
blessed with Roger Deakins’ stunning cinematography and an 
elegiac score from composer Alexandre Desplat. 

As a boy, Louis (Jack O’Connell) drives his parents (Vincenzo 
Amato, Maddalena Ischiale) to distraction with his fisticuffs. 
Louis narrowly avoids reform school and his older brother 
Pete (Alex Russell), a star of the school athletics team, decides 
to channel his sibling’s energy and aggression into running. 

These efforts reap rewards and Louis is selected to represent 
America at the Berlin Olympics where he finishes a creditable 
eighth after a blistering final lap of 56 seconds. 

War breaks out and Louis serves in the US Army Air Force 
alongside best friend Russell Phillips (Domhnall Gleeson). 
Their B-24 bomber crashes into Pacific, killing everyone except 
Louis, Russell and fellow recruit Francis McNamara (Finn 
Wittrock). 


The men drift through shark-infested waters with little food 
or water until a Japanese crew picks them up. The men are 
tortured and separated. Louis is sent to a POW camp where 
sadistic commander Mutsuhiro Watanabe (Miyavi) sets out to 
break the Olympian’s spirit. 

Unbroken soars close to greatness, emboldened by tour-de- 
force performances from O’Connell and pop star Miyavi, who 
makes his professional acting debut. The twisted relationship 
between sworn enemies is intricately sketched by the four 
scriptwriters. 

Fifty-two years after his release from the POW camp, a 
sprightly 80-year-old Zamperini returned to Japan as an 
honoured guest rather than a captive to run a leg of the Tokyo 
Olympics torch marathon. With every step, he inspired friends 
and one-time foes to forgive and begin the seemingly 
impossible healing process. 



Exodus: Gods 
and Kings 

ACTION/DRAMA/ROMANCE 
(12A) 150MINS 


The history of cinema is bookmarked by defining moments. 
The 1933 version of King Kong, The Wizard Of Oz, Ben-Hur, 
Cleopatra, Star Wars, Jurassic Park and Titanic pushed the 
technology of the era to the limit in pursuit of jaw-dropping 
spectacle. 


Cecil B DeMille’s final picture, The Ten Commandments 
starring Charlton Heston and Yul Brynner, sits proudly in that 
illustrious company. Shot in blistering heat, the 1956 biblical 
epic was the most expensive film of its time. 


Almost 60 years later, Gladiator director Ridley Scott 
attempts with limited success to update the biblical story for a 
modern generation raised on eye-popping digital trickery. 


Before an assault on the Hittite army, an Egyptian High 
Priestess (Indira Varma) predicts a leader will be saved and his 
saviour will one day lead. In the heat of battle, Moses 
(Christian Bale) saves the pharaoh’s son Ramses (Joel 
Edgerton). Soon after, King Seti I (John Turturro) dies and 
Ramses ascends the throne. 


Seeds of suspicion, sown by the priestess’s prophesy, flourish 
and when Ramses learns that Moses is the child of Hebrews 
the new pharaoh banishes his adopted brother to the 
wilderness. Nine years later, Moses is settled in Midian with a 
wife Zipporah (Maria Valverde) and son Gershom (Hal 
Hewetson). 

Following a storm, he encounters a burning bush and a 
messenger of God in the form of a boy (Isaac Andrews). The 
child reveals that God has tasked Moses with leading 400,000 
Hebrew slaves to freedom. 


Angelina Jolie hand-picked Jack O’Connell for her new film Unbroken. Jeananne Craig finds out 
why the Derby actor couldn’t let the ‘wonder woman’ down and what taking on the role involved 


NGELINA Jolie is a woman of many 
talents - actress, director, 
humanitarian, mum-of-six, and, most 
recently, honorary Derby lass. 

At the recent Hollywood Film Awards, the 
Oscar-winner introduced East Midlands 
actor Jack O’Connell to the stage with a 
spirited, if not note-perfect, “Ay up me 
duck”. 

The gesture delighted O’Connell, who was 
accepting the New Hollywood gong for his 
role in the Jolie-directed Unbroken, a film 
about the extraordinary life of US Olympic 
athlete and Japanese prisoner of war Louis 
Zamperini. 

“My whole city just hit the roof. I’m a big 
deal in Derby now, so is she,” the 24-year-old 
jokes. “She’s sorted in Derby if she needs a 
roof over her head; she’s got her back 
covered. No one’s ever done that for the city 
on such a big podium. Saying Ay up me 
duck’, it’s a big deal.” 

The former Skins star has also introduced 
Jolie - or Angie’, as he calls her - to the 
delights of his beloved local football team, 
Derby County. “She loves Derby, I talked her 
into supporting the Rams. I don’t know how 
keenly she’s going to follow us...” 

Jolie hand-picked O’Connell to play 
Zamperini, an Olympic runner and US 
airman who survived in a raft for 47 days 
after a plane crash during the Second World 
War, only to be caught by the Japanese navy 


and sent to a prisoner-of-war camp. 

Zamperini died in July this year, aged 97, 
but prior to filming in Australia, O’Connell 
got the chance to meet him in Los Angeles. 

“I remember two words of advice in 
particular [from Zamperini]: ‘Be hardy‘, 
which I still haven’t worked out; I don’t 
know the distinction between hardy and 
obnoxious, perhaps,” he adds with a smile. 

“But I guess as an individual, seeing the 
way his brain ticked and how relaxed and 
popular he was around women - effortlessly 
- these were things I needed to discover 
before portraying him.” 

O’Connell also took inspiration from 
author Laura Hillenbrand’s bestseller 
Unbroken, on which the film is based. 

“There was one snippet which I found 
priceless when I was out in Australia, and 
that was the description of [Louis] that, like 
many of his generation, a common trait 
between them was that they’d approach 
everything, no matter what it was, with good 
cheer. 

“So many pennies dropped then for me. I 
thought, ‘Well, what do we know in terms of 
adversities, really, in our generation, 
without having experienced anything to that 
scale?’ I thought that was priceless and that 
gave me a little key, a little window into that 
era and what cheer might be.” 

O’Connell’s respect for Jolie, who 


coincidentally was a neighbour of 
Zamperini’s, “goes through the roof”. 

“She really led by example throughout. I 
think that’s a great metaphor for how I felt 
under her leadership - she’s capable so 
there’s no reason I can’t be. I was comparing 
myself there to a wonder woman!” he adds, 
grinning. 

Jolie was also hands-on when it came to 
testing out stunts - including one in which 
Zamperini was ordered to hold a huge log 
over his head as punishment by a cruel 
camp guard. 

“She got under the plank before I turned 
up,” O’Connell marvels. “She was figuring 
out how I felt and all that kind of stuff. She 
couldn’t resist, she wanted to get stuck in 
there.” 

O’Connell briefly harboured ambitions of 
joining the forces himself after his parents 
sent him to army cadets as a youngster. 
“Whatever experience I had in the army I 
find very useful on set. The whole idea of 
standing to attention, dealing with authority, 
helps your day along,” he notes. 

He left school with just two GCSEs but 
discovered a talent for drama and began 
successfully auditioning for roles. Having a 
father employed by the railways meant he 
was able to catch a train to auditions for 
free. 

His first professional job was in BBC soap 
Doctors in 2005, followed by roles in The Bill, 
Waterloo Road and Holby City. His film debut 
came in Shane Meadows’ This Is England 
(2006), and earlier this year he impressed in 
prison drama Starred Up and ‘71, a thriller 
set in Belfast during the Troubles. 

He now owns his own flat in London and 
is rumoured to be dating model Cara 
Delevingne, his co-star in upcoming film 
Tulip Fever. 

“I think that was all with one eye slightly 
focused on now, doing all of that,” O’Connell 
says of those youthful train journeys. 
“Hopefully, there was a way out of where I’m 
from, a chance to really define myself and do 
something with my life. 

“So it is very humbling, recalling all of 
that, to be here now.”

DICK mixes old and new 


O-ONE can accuse the team 
behind the Rhodes 
pantomime in Bishop’s 
Stortford of not moving with 
the times. 

Dick Whittington and His Magical 
Cat certainly ticks all the 
traditional panto boxes: gender¬ 
crossing cast members, a blend of 
song, dance and slapstick, audience 
participation and gags (some of 
which are not for all the family) 
woven into a well-known fairy tale. 

But the festive production - the 
fifth at Rhodes by Phil Dale’s 
Phoenix Theatre Arts - is very 
much of its time, with a Russian 
oligarch in his 100-storey office HQ 
as the baddie, a London mayoral 
election and even the ubiquitous 
selfie getting in on the act. 

Saturday night’s gala show was 
one of 36 scheduled performances in 
23 days for the 40-strong cast, who 
have been rehearsing since October, 
plus crew. 

A TV news bulletin introduces 
the audience to Ratputin, the 
Russian owner of PutlnDustries 
who has an aversion to cats and an 
ambition to be mayor of London. 


Meanwhile, young Dick is en 
route to the capital to seek his 
fortune when he hooks up with a cat 
called Tom, who expresses himself 
using the medium of hip hop. Dick 
lands a job at Fitzy’s bakery, where 
he meets Sarah the Cook and her 
son Idle Jack, and falls in love with 
bakery owner’s daughter Alice. 

When Dick and Tom flout the city 
ban on cats, Ratputin orders 
henchmen Itchy, Scratchy and Bro 
to dispatch the moggy. Unwilling to 
carry out their master’s murderous 
plan, they instead frame Dick for 
stealing the bakery’s dough. 

After an ocean voyage to source 
exotic supplies for the bakery and 
an encounter with an island’s hippy 
chief and his tribesfolk, Dick and 
the gang return to London to 
confront Ratputin once and for all. 

It’s a typically vibrant, energetic 
and colourful panto, where the 
costumes (including brilliant rat 
masks), design and choreography 
reach the bar set by previous 
Rhodes/Phoenix productions. I 
particularly enjoyed the opening 
scene of Act 2, when the cast, as 
shipmates and passengers aboard 
the Saucy Sue, abandoned the stage 


to encircle the audience, belting out 
the adapted chorus of The Pogues’ 
Fiesta. Feisty stuff. 

There are no weak links in the 
cast, who gel well. 

Producer and co-writer Phil Dale 
- a former general manager of 
Harlow Playhouse - ditches his 
usual villain’s black robes to don 
the dame’s dress for the first time in 
21 years as Sarah the Cook, whose 
beard and bovver boots prevent him 
from being fully in touch with his 
feminine side. The comedy is safe in 
his hands. 

Amy Moulder, who was a 
memorable Nancy in Oliver! at 
Rhodes in 2012, showed her 
versatility in the title role as Dick. 

The musical theatre training of 
Duncan Rutherford was to the fore 
as Ratputin. He moved with grace 
and style and his Russian accent 
was good, but too strong in parts 
and the dialogue was occasionally lost. 

Connor Linden, as Idle Jack, had 
the task of leading the audience 
interaction. He was also largely 
responsible for adapting chart hits 
by the likes of Katy Perry, Pharrell 


Williams and Miley Cyrus for the 
show, and composed a couple of 
original songs, including opening 
number Hero for Hire. 

Conor O’Sullivan (who co-wrote) 
and Daniel James resumed their 
slick slapstick partnership as Itchy 
and Scratchy, joined this year by 
Will Lynch (Genie in last year’s 
Aladdin) as non-speaking Bro. 

Not for the first time, Jack 
Downey’s animated performances - 
in the roles of Alderman Fitzwarren, 
the captain of the Saucy Sue and the 
island chief - caught the eye. 

As for “magical” cat Tom, 
mindful of the fact that I’m the 
wrong side of 50,1 tread carefully in 
any criticism of youth culture. 
Maybe because Sunanda Biswas - 
who co-choreographed the NHS 
sequence in the London Olympics 
opening ceremony - was billed as 
“international hip hop artist” or 
maybe because I’m used to 
spectacular routines on TV 
programmes like Britain’s Got 
Talent, but I was largely 
underwhelmed.

An estimated 7.9 million slices of turkey are leftover by Christmas Day evening - that’s a lot of Boxing Day 
sandwiches. Or maybe a gobble-worthy batch of pies, curries or casserole fillings... here are some recipes to try

hether you break the 
wishbone at the 
Christmas table or take 
turns to have a 
ceremonial carve, it’s 
likely that a roasted turkey will be 
the jewel in your Christmas dinner 
crown. 

And with reports indicating that 
the average cost of the festive 
lunchtime feast is down 5% this year, 
there’s even more reason to peel your 
parsnips and get stuffed - with all 
the juicy trimmings, that is - to 
celebrate the fact our favourite meal 
can now boast being great value for 
money, too. 

Or, at least it would be value for 
money - if we didn’t waste so much 
of it. 

Research by Unilever’s 
#ClearAPlate campaign, which 
hopes to raise awareness of the 
paradox between food waste and food 
poverty in the UK, shows that we 
Brits will chuck out the equivalent of 
263,000 turkeys, 17.2 million Brussels 
sprouts and 740,000 Christmas puds 
during the festive season. 

Then there’s the 11.9 million 
carrots, 11.3 million roast potatoes 
and 10.9 million parsnips, which add 
up to the equivalent of an 

estimated 4.2 million Christmas 
dinners going to waste. 

And when you take into account 
that we spend a whopping average of 
£112 on food for the big day, between 
us, that’s a colossal £64m in waste. 
Enough to keep us all in Quality 
Street until the New Year. 

While it sounds logical to buy less 
and use up any leftovers, the 
unappetising reality for many of us 
is another round of turkey and 
stuffing sandwiches on Boxing Day. 

But before you start buttering that 
bread, help and inspiration is at 
hand. 

With an estimated 7.9 million 
slices of turkey going spare after our 
main meal, there’s plenty of scope for 
getting creative. 

To keep your leftovers fresh, the 
Love Food Hate Waste campaign 
(www.lovefoodhatewaste.com) 
suggests wrapping them up, keeping 
them in the fridge and scoffing them 
within two days. 

If you’ve had your fill of stuffing to 
last you until Christmas 2015, you 
can chop up your roast dinner and 
freeze it to use as a delicious pie or 
soup filling at a later date.

TURKEY AND POTATO 
CURRY 

SERVES 4 

Ingredients 
Itbsp sunflower oil 
1 large onion, thickly sliced 

1 green pepper, deseeded and 
chopped 

2tbsp curry paste (or gluten-free 
alternative) 


2 garlic cloves, crushed 
400g can chopped tomatoes 
300g leftover turkey, diced 

300g leftover cooked potatoes (either 
boiled or roast), diced 

2tbsp mango chutney 
Salt and pepper 

Small pack coriander, roughly 
chopped 

Rice or naan bread, to serve 
Ingredients 

Heat the oil in a large pan over a fairly 
high heat. Cook the onion and pepper 
for three to four minutes until starting 
to soften and brown slightly. Stir in 
the curry paste and garlic, then cook 
for another one to two minutes. Add 
the chopped tomatoes and 150ml 
water. Bring to the boil and bubble for 
five minutes. 

Turn the heat down, stir in the turkey 
and potatoes, and cook for another 
two to three minutes, then season 
and add the mango chutney. Scatter 
with coriander and serve with rice or 
naan.

LEFTOVER TURKEY 
CASSEROLE 

SERVES 4 
Ingredients 

2 onions, finely chopped 
1 eating apple, cored and chopped 
2tbsp olive oil 

Itsp dried sage, or 5 sage leaves, 
chopped 

2tbsp plain flour 

300ml vegetable or chicken stock 
2tbsp wholegrain mustard 
2tbsp runny honey 


400g-500g leftover turkey, shredded 

About 350g leftover roasted 
vegetables like roast potatoes, 
parsnips, celeriacs and carrots, 
chunkily diced 

Salt and pepper 

Mash or jacket potatoes, to serve 

Method 

Fry the onion and apple in the oil until 
softened in a casserole or deep pan. 
Stir in the sage for one minute, then 
stir in the flour. Gradually stir in the 
stock followed by the mustard and 
honey. 

Bring up to a simmer and stir in the 
turkey and roast veg. Cover and 
gently simmer for 15 minutes until 
turkey is piping hot. Season and eat 
with mash or jacket potatoes.

CORONATION TURKEY 
WITH HOMEMADE 
CHAPATIS 

SERVES 4 
Ingredients 

Vfetbsp vegetable oil 
I /2 onion, chopped 
1 garlic clove, chopped 
Itbsp curry powder 

IVfetsp each ground cumin, ground 
coriander and turmeric 

125ml coconut milk 

125ml chicken stock 

200g mayonnaise 

425g leftover turkey 

2tbsp desiccated coconut, toasted 

Handful chopped coriander, to serve 

Chopped tomato, sliced onion and 
lettuce leaves, to serve 


For the chapatis: 

350g wholemeal flour (or roti flour), 
plus extra for dusting 

Itbsp vegetable oil 
Itsp salt 

Method 

Heat a saucepan and add a little 
vegetable oil. Fry the onion and garlic 
until both are lightly browned. Chuck 
in all the spices and let them sizzle for 
one minute, then add the coconut 
milk and the stock. Allow this to 
reduce until you have a thick, rich, 
creamy, spicy onion mixture in the 
pan. Pour into a bowl, leave to cool, 
then stir through the mayonnaise. 

Can be kept in the fridge for up to a 
week. 

To make the chapatis, put the flour 
and one teaspoon of salt into a large 
bowl. Pour in the oil and rub into the 
flour with your fingertips. Pour in 
250ml of lukewarm water, mix to form 
a firm dough, then knead for about 10 
minutes until springy. 

Place back in the bowl and leave to 
rest for 30 minutes. Cut into eight 
walnut-size pieces and roll out into 
thin discs on a lightly floured surface. 
Pan-fry the discs in a dry 
heavy-based pan for about one 
minute on each side. They should 
colour and blister - use a clean cloth 
to press flat in the pan while cooking. 

To serve, mix the curried mayonnaise 
with the turkey. Toast the desiccated 
coconut in a dry pan until golden. 
Sprinkle over the turkey along with 
some coriander, then serve alongside 
the chapatis with some tomato, sliced 
onion and lettuce, if you like.

It’s an old wives tale that says 
blue cheese is made by putting 
copper wires in the cheese and 
waiting for the verdigrises to 
develop thus creating the blue. 


Let’s now put that thought to 
bed as absolute nonsense! 


With one exception, at the 
stage of blending the milk the 
cheesemaker adds penicillin to 
the blend; this stays inert until 
the cheese is pressed. 


The cheese maker then pierces 
the cheese with needles allowing 
air to enter the truckle; where 
this contacts the bacteria, the 
blue slowly develops. 


The size and concentration of 
needles is critical to the finished 
product. 


Thinner more concentrated 
needles produce a denser bluing, 
larger diameter needles more 
random bluing. 

The exception to the rule is 
that some cheeses from Belgium 
and Switzerland - 
Grevenbroecker and Murgu 
respectively are what is known 


as stacked curd blue cheeses. 

The cheesemaker cuts the 
curds and rolls them in the 
bacteria, creating a marbling 
effect on the face of the cheeses 


once cut. 

Obviously, the most famous 
blue cheese in England is 
Stilton. This amazing cheese has 
never being made in Stilton, only 


sold in Stilton Village; The Bell 
Inn to be precise. 

Stilton is a PDO (Protected 
Designation of Origin) protected 
cheese that can only be made in 


three counties - Derbyshire, 
Leicestershire and 
Nottinghamshire. 

One good treat at this time of 
year is to dissolve the crust in

with other halves, parents or 
children about the state of the 
house or selection of nibbles but 
when the outsiders enter, all 
efforts are concentrated on 
ensuring a good time is had by 
all. 

As Egyptologist and manager 
of Talisman Travel, John 
Michael, explains, the 
importance of holiday makers to 
the country’s economy means 
they are always welcomed with 
open arms. 

“Even during the revolution 
we had tourists that would go 
through the middle of Cairo and 
they would not be touched 
because it is nothing to do with 
tourists. 

“People here need tourism, 
they need you, so why are they 
going to harm you? They eat and 
drink from what you pay this 
country.” 

Ignore 

Of course, it would be remiss 
to ignore the fact there was a 
terror attack in the country’s 
oceans during our stay. 

Eight navy workers were lost 
at sea off the cost of the northern 
port town of Damietta. 

This was far away from the 
tourist hubs however, in the 
waters surrounded by more 
troubled neighbours, where 
violence is still commonplace. 

Nobody is recommending a 
holiday in the Sinai region. 

To put this into some context, 
it’s like refusing to return to 
Cornwall because of trouble in 
Aberdeen. 

I am not qualified to officially 
declare Egypt ‘safe’, nor would I 
want to, but it can be confirmed 
that during my brief stay the 
thought of danger never crossed 
my mind. 

I did not feel particularly 
uneasy when I was being shown 
around the numerous historical 
wonders the region has to offer. 

Nor did my life flash before 
my eyes at any point that I was 
sat in the Mayfair’s hot tubs,

soaking in the spectacular 
surrounding scenery. 

The biggest feeling of

S MILITARY tanks 
rolled into Cairo, the 
rumblings of the 
Egyptian revolution 
were felt across the 

world. 


Buntingford father-of-two Greg 
Garner had been striving for 
seven years to transform Orbital 
Travel, a small, family-run 
business, into one of the leading 
operators of Nile Cruises. 


With anarchy erupting in the 
hub of his trade, every image of 
violence beamed across the globe 
was another dent into his work. 


Profits have sunk by 80 per 
cent but they have just kept their 
heads above water, one of only 
three companies on the world’s 
longest river to do so. 


In a bid to prove that Egypt is 
a safe holiday destination, 
Orbital invited me out to look at 
how the country has progressed 
since the collapse of its 
government. 


It is clear just how 
catastrophic the three years of 
unrest has been on Egyptian 
tourism, their staple industry, 
from the moment we arrive at 
our home for the week. 


The MS Mayfair turned out to 
be a stunning vessel but it was 
blocked by about seven other 
ships that had to be walked 
through to reach it. 


I’m informed that the Nile had 
previously been awash with a 
busy flow of traffic, but now only 
ten per cent of cruisers remain 
operational — the rest are 
consigned to be ghost ships. 


As we walk through these 
defunct vessels, luxury lobbies 
with magnificent staircases are 
covered with sheets and 
tarpaulin. 


A Nubian - an original 
Egyptian native - sits in the 
doorway of one smoking a 
shisha, a far cry from the 
etiquette which would have 
graced a tour boat three years 
previously. 


Mr Garner said: “There seems 
to be a slight recovery but it’s 
going to take a while to get back 
to pre-revolution figures. 


“It’s a constant source of 
worry because it’s something 
that’s completely out of your 
control but we just have tried to 
put more efforts into managing 
the business accordingly. 


“Without a crystal ball you 
can’t predict what’s going to 
happen in the future so we can 
only concentrate on providing 
the best possibly experience for 
the customers.” 


After settling in for the first 
night we are awoken at 5 30am to 
go and see a number of ancient 
Egyptian tombs. 


Undoubtedly far too early for 
the brain of any normal human 
being to be fully functional, but 
even in a state of 
awareness ironically 
comparable to a 
buried man, the 
sites are 
unbelievable. 


These are 


been amplified for textbooks. 


Not true. The level of 
preservation is stunning, you 
have to pinch yourself upon the 
realisation that they are 3,000 
years old. 


Just think how many times 
your living room wallpaper 
would need changing in that 
amount of time. 


Best of all, because of the 
tourism slump, we are able to 
enjoy these sites alone and at our 
own pace - it previously took as 
long as 45 minutes just to queue 
up. 


As we exit the first tomb a 
police officer watches over the 
sacred grounds, complete with a 
very, very large machine gun. 


Although this makes British 
eyes double-take at first, if you 
only went on holiday to 
countries with unarmed officers, 
your selection would be 
somewhat limited. 


The passion exuded by our 
guide, Adel Yousef, when giving 
us his narration is a quality 
shared by the majority of 
Egyptians. 


“The history flows down the 
river through different eras, 
different kingdoms and different 
pharaohs. It’s unique,” Mr 
Yousef said. 


“There is no comparison 
between the civilisations that 
you can see here or anywhere 
else. You can see the history is 
alive.” 


On a free afternoon, my walk 
down the high street is 
persistently interrupted by 
people waving at me, shouting 
“Welcome to Egypt my friend.” 


Quite the opposite from the 
violent hotbed that Egypt has 
been recently portrayed as. 


They are matched in numbers, 
however, by vendors trying to 
flog any merchandise they can 
get their hands on. 


Clothing is wrapped around 
you as you are followed down the 
street but it is not intimidating, 
just extremely irritating. 


When the message of 
disinterest is eventually received 
they are friendly enough in their 
acceptance. 


It’s at least an honest living, 
certainly more pleasant than the 
pickpockets and prostitutes who 
riddle the night-time streets of 
some of Europe’s most popular 
destinations. 


Anyone who has been 
involved in a domestic 
just before guests 
arrive may empathise 
with Egypt’s current 
situation.

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RCZ-R gets even quicker 



INTRODUCING the hottest ever 
version of Peugeot’s stunning 
two-door sports coupe - the RCZ- 
R. 

First launched back in 2010, 
the RCZ broke the mould with 
its sensual feline curves and 
sporty, individually designed 
interior. Four trim levels make 
up the range - Sport, GT, Red 
Carbon and this new R. 

Since launch, mainstream 
Peugeot petrol and diesel 
engines have been offered: a 156 
bhp and 197 bhp 1.6-litre THP 
turbo and a more economical 
163bhp 2.0 HDI diesel. 

While the RCZ’s asthetic 
design has never been in 
question, its performance 
(depending on engine choice) 
has - a criticism being that it 
didn’t perhaps go as well as it 
looked. Well, any doubts about 
performance have been well and 
truly quelled with this much 
more extreme R model. 

So extreme, it can lay claim to 
being the most powerful road¬ 
going car that Peugeot has ever 
sold. At its heart is a vast range 
of mechanical upgrades that 
wouldn’t look out of place in a 
racing car. 

Inspired by the Peugeot RCZ 
Racing Cup track car and riding 
10mm lower to the ground, the 
new range-topping two-seater 
sports coupe is powered by a 
heavily reworked version of the 
firm’s 1.6-litre THP 
turbocharged petrol engine, 
which now produces 270bhp at 
6,000 rpm and 330Nm of torque 
from l,900rpm to 5,500rpm. 

In order for the car to cope 
with an additional 70 bhp, 
engineers at Peugeot Sport in 
Paris have reworked almost 
every component in the engine, 
including reinforced heat 
treatment, new stronger pistons 
and polymer coated con rods. 

Also new is a specially 
strengthened six-speed manual 
transmission, uprated clutch, 
larger intercooler and new twin- 
scroll turbocharger. 

The exhaust has also been 
modified; linked to the draw of 


the engine’s air intake, featuring 
an enhanced ‘sound system’ to 
amplify the sporting character 
of the new RCZ R’s engine. 

It certainly works, providing 
an intoxicating growl when 
accelerating, although when just 
cruising on the motorway this 
slight ‘booming’ can become a 
bit wearing. 

Other performance upgrades 
include a Torsen® differential 
for additional grip, while the 
front and rear track have been 
widened to increase traction. 
There’s also bespoke dampers 
and stiffer springs. This 
translates to significantly higher 


levels of grip and cornering 
speeds than with other RCZ’s, 
although as always, the payoff is 
ride comfort, with the R feeling 
pretty firm much of the time - 
especially around town. 

The Peugeot RCZ R rides on 
unique two-tone 19-inch alloys 
shod with Goodyear Eagle FI 
tyres for increased road-holding. 
There’s also new larger four- 
piston brakes which quickly 
bring the R to a hault. 

It will sprint from 0-62mph in 
5.9 seconds and accelerate on to 
an electronically limited top 
speed of 155mph. Despite the 
car’s performance credentials, 


efficiency (145g/km of C02) and 
combined economy (44.8mpg) 
remains similar to that of the 
197 bhp engine. Of course, that’s 
when driving gently - and it’s 
unlikely you’ll want to do that... 
such is the amount of 
entertainment on offer, 
unleashed by the mere prod of 
your right foot. 

But you’ll need to be careful 
when you do this to avoid the 
front wheels spinning and the 
steering wheel tugging in your 
hand - the by-product of 270 bhp 
being channelled through the 
front wheels. However, torque 
steer can be avoided if you feed 


in the power progressively. It 
takes a bit of practice but once 
mastered, it actually becomes 
satisfying feeding in the power 
gradually and increases driver 
engagement with the car. 

In the cabin sporty details 
separate the R from other RCZs, 
including red stitching, flat 
bottomed steering wheel and 
supportive leather and alcantara 
Recaro sports seats. It certainly 
meets the brief of luxurious 
sportiness. 

Elsewhere the switchgear is 
identical to other Peugeot 
models and while perfectly 
functional and pleasant to look 


at, it does seem to lack the extra 
quality feel of some German 
rivals. 

The Driving position is 
comfortable, with plenty of 
steering column adjustment, 
and space for front occupants is 
generous. The same can’t be 
said for the rear seats - which 
are only suitable for small kids 
or luggage. The boot is 
surprisingly big though and 
access good. 

■ Verdict: Any doubts over the 
RCZ’s performance credentials 
have been well and truly laid to 
rest - the R is a seriously quick 
machine.

‘PRESSURE’S NOT 
GETTING TO US’ 

Hawks manager hits back at criticism after side end bad run

DANNY CHAPMAN has hit back 
at Hawks’ critics who say the pres¬ 
sure of a big wage bill is getting to 
the players. 

Harlow bounced back from a 
run of eight points from 21 with a 
3-2 home victory against play-off 
chasing neighbours Ware on Box¬ 
ing Day, but the Hawks boss was 
quick to point out that six of those 
seven games were away. 

His side are below leaders 
Needham Market on goal differ¬ 
ence. 

Chapman said: “I don’t think 
the pressure is getting to us at all. 
We’ve only had two defeats. We 
had this conversation with the 
boys at training. Our last seven 
games [prior to Ware], six of them 
were away from home. And on one 
good surface - Thamesmead. 

“Everyone has to play on these 
surfaces. I’m not using that as an 
excuse. We’ve gone and played six 
away games in last seven and got 
beaten twice. 

“You say that to any Premier 
League manager, you are going to 
have six away games coming up - 
and four of ours were on the trot 
as well - and you are only going to 
get beaten twice. They would take 
that. 

“We’ve played these games 
away and we are not passing 
teams off the park or beating 
teams by two or three or four-nil, 
it’s like ‘whoa, what’s going on?’ 

Difficult spell 

“But football doesn’t work like 
that. Every team has a difficult 
spell. 

“Whether that’s because they 
are playing away games, or 
whether that’s because they are 
not playing particularly well, 
what’s important is that everyone 
sticks together through it, no mat¬ 
ter what, and you come out the 
other side. And that’s what we 
have done. 

“To be beaten twice after 26 
games, I would take that. Christ¬ 
mas, being second and three 
points off the top, I would take that

as well. 

“We are not going to be on top 
and bash teams all the time, 
there’s going to be times when you 
are going to have to dig in. And 
that’s what we have done over the 
last three weeks.” 

Disappointingly only 230 
turned up but they missed a treat 
as Harlow and Ware served up a 
Christmas fire cracker with two 
red cards and five goals. 

A 90th-minute winner from 
Hawks central defender Josh 


Urquhart secured the three points 
for the home team, their first win 
in three matches. 

Ware went in front on 11 
minutes when Kieran Bishop 
fired in off a post. 

Bishop had a gilt-edged chance 
to make it 2-0 and this miss would 
prove decisive. 

The game was to swing in Har¬ 
low’s favour with two goals in 
three minutes before the break.

Chapman’s 
ref rage at 
red cards 

HAWKS boss Danny Chapman 
has demanded an improvement 
in the standard of refereeing at 
Ryman League level after two of 
his players received three-match 
bans for violent conduct over an 
expensive Christmas period. 

Just five days after Billy Jones 
was dismissed for violent 
conduct in the 2-2 draw against 
Cray Wanderers, Dave Cowley 
was dismissed for head-butting 
in the 3-2 Boxing Day victory 
over Ware. 

Chapman fumed: “We had Bill 
[Jones] sent off at Cray last week 
for a good tackle, a fair tackle. 

We are going to lose him for 
three games. And we’ve had 
Dave sent off for again doing 
absolutely nothing wrong 
whatsoever, and we’re going to 
lose him for three games. What 
the league and the FA have to 
understand is that these 
decisions affect football clubs. 

“If I have a player that 
deserves to get sent off then send 
him off. But the last two in the 
last two weeks have not been 
anywhere near red cards, and 
I’m going to lose two of my 
midfield players around the 
same time. All because - and I’ve 
said it before and I’ll say it again 
- the officials at this level are not 
good enough. 

“What are the assessors doing? 
I’m not saying that on Harlow’s 
part, I’m talking on every single 
football club at this level. 
Something needs to be done. 

“It’s scary. According to the ref 
he was going to send them both 
off before the other fella pushed 
his head into Dave, for going 
face-to-face. 

“I said ‘if that’s the case you 
are going to send off a lot of 
people’. You get that week in, 
week out at every level of 
football. I don’t know why he 
sent Dave off. Dave stood up as 
the geezer has walked into him. 
He has put his head into Dave’s 
head. 

“You struggle to win appeals 
without video evidence. If there 
is video evidence I will appeal it 
because I have no idea why he 
sent him off. Dave didn’t move. 

“After he sent their player off, 
not one of their bench was 
calling for Dave to be sent off.” 

Cowley and Jones are 
available for the New Year’s Day 
match at Waltham Abbey and 
home match against Great 
Wakering Rovers next Saturday, 
but miss the next three games:
